Captain Ludwig Sertorius, German 
radio military critic, stated last 
night: ‘“‘It was obvious ever since 
the salt lakes position was lost that 
the Axis Command could no longer 
hold for any length of time with 
its weakened force the far-flung 
central Tunisian terriority. In the 
south the coastal plain was wholly 
unprotected by the lay-out of the 
country against a greatly, superior 
enemy attacking with vigour from 
two sides. The withdrawal in stages 
towards north-eastern Tunisia, where 
the hilly country offered’ better 
defence possibilities, was therefore a 
task. which had to be performed by 
the Axis Command. 

“The enemy, who employed 250 
tanks, “án “enormous- per “- for 


African conditions, and who made 


full nse of his superiority in infantry 
antl artillery, was able to push the 
Axis troops gradually out of some 
positions, but the desired rapid 
stride to the eoast did not come off. 

“ If the Americans had been only 
two days—or even one day—earlier 
in Sousse than Montgomery’s men 
they could have encircled’ the 
German-Italian southern group. 

“The length of the Axis positions 
to-day is only about one-third of the 
front line before the large-scale 
British attacks at Mareth, which will 
enable the Axis forces to be con- 
centrated for defence and will enable 
reserves to be used more easily. 

‘On the other hand, the enemy, 
too, naturally rofits by this 
shortening of the front. He is now 
in a position to stagger still more 
his very strong offensive divisions 
and to concentrate his superior 
artillery still more in these sectors 
where he intends to make gaps. The 
discrepancy in strength, at any rate, 
still continues.’’ 


KATROUAN’S CAPTURE 


In the centre the Allied force 
which broke through the mountain 


to capture Kairouan has swung 
north, headed by British armour. 

In the fighting which led to the 
capture of Kairouan, Algiers Radio 
said last night, numerous prisoners

AXIS SHIPS LOST 


A British Admiralty communigué 
issued last night states :'— 

“ British submarines - continue to 
harass enemy shipping attempting 
to carry supplies to German and 
Italian forces in Tunisia. Two 
medium-sized supply ships, one 
medium-sized tanker and five small 
i supply ships have been destroyed. 
| Seven other vessels, including three 
large supply ships and a large tanker, 
have been attacked and hit by 
torpedo. 

“Although it was impossible to 
observe’ the full effect of these 
attacks, two of the large supply 
ships are believed to have sunk and 
the ‘large tanker to have been 
beached. 

“These successful operations were 
carried out over a wide area. The 
enemy was attacked off the Lipari 
Islands, the North African coast, the 
South Calabrian coast, and also off 
the harbour of Palermo. 

“In operations in the Aegean a 
number of small enemy vessels have 
been destroyed, and a resin factory 
on the Athos Peninsula has been 
bombarded and severely damaged.”’

“All subsequent attacks were also 
repulsed. According to incomplete 
data, over 2,000 German dead were 
counted on the battlefield. and in 
the trenches, where hand-to-hand 
fighting had taken place, several 
dozen Germans were taken prisoner. 
The booty included three guns, 11 
mortars, 46 machine-guns, and other 
war material.’’

preblems, Great Britain is at war, 
and all the principles that 
governed her peace-time finance 
have gone by the board. Ireland— 
although she is invested by war, 
and although, as Mr. de Valera 
never wearies of observing, she 
must regard herself as subject to 
very much the same laws and the 
same discipline as those which 
‘govern nations actually at war— 
nevertheless, retains the broad 
semblance of a peace-time 
economy, and has reflected that 
fact in several successive Budgets. 
The Irish Budget has increased 
since the war by only a fraction 
of its pre-war self; the British 
Budget has increased out of all 
recognition. There no longer 1s 
any comparison between the two, 
or any shadow of a comparison ; 
and the operations of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer no longer 
give any clue to the probable 
activities of the Minister for 
Finance. Ireland may  con- 
gratulate herself on the fact. 
Yesterday Sir Kingsley Wood in- 
formed the House of Commons at 
Westminster of certain unpleasant 
increases in taxation, which we 
have no reason to assume. will 
descend upon the taxpayer of the 
twenty-six counties. . He an- 
nounced that,- while there would 
be no change in the rate of income 
tax—which already stands at ten 
shillings in the pound—the minar 
luxuries of everyday life would be 
increased to a level that must 
render them almost prohibitive to 
masses of the people, Tobacco, 
the. commonest and simplest of 
all the fundamental comforts, will 
cost from 44d. to 5d. an ounce 
more, thereby costing something 
like 2s. 6d an ounce on an 
average. Cigarettes will be dearly 
bought at rather more than a 
penny apiece. Beer—the weaker 
beer of war-time brew—will be 
raised. by one penny to twopence 
a pint, and whiskey by 2s. 4d. 
a bottle, Entertainment tax will 
rise by varying amounts, and the 
purchases tax on “luxury” 
articles will be: increased from 
66% to 100 per cent., according to 
their value. | 

It is easy to say, as too many 
Irishmen are prone to say, that 
the British can well afford these 
additional burdens, because they 
are earning so much more money 
than they earned before the war. 
So far as one can gather, how- 
ever, the rise in the average 
British éitizen’s income since the 
war began is in no respect pro- 
portionate to the discomfort 
which he has been compelled to 
endure ; he may have more money 
at hand, but he either cannot buy 
the things that he wants with it 
or he must pay a great deal more 
for them. ‘What he can do is to 
-place the money in Government 
sayings; and an enormous quan- 
tity of this surplus money. earned 
in Great Britain is'being devoted 
to that purpose every year. For 
ourselves—sitting back and watch- 
ing the complicated and colossal 
finances of a nation at war—we 
can be permitted the juxury of 
wondering whether Sir Kingsley 
Wood’s increased demands upon 
his countrymen are worth. the 
discomfort that they inevitably 
will entail. The effect of his new 
taxation will be to raise 
£100,000,000- during the new 
financial year. ‘That, by Irish 
standards, is a very considerable 
sum; it amounts to nearly three 
times the entire Budget of the 
twenty-six counties. By British 
peace-time standards, for that 
matter, it would haye been no 
smajl sum, and -its addition to 
the Chancellor’s demand during 
any of the twenty years before 
1929 would have been followed, 
certainly, by an uproar and 
the fall of the Govern- 
ment that dered to impose it, 
and, possibly, hy something very

Sir John 
Keano’s recent stion, that a 
new commission should be set up 
to examine the whole Irish 
hospital system, would appear to 
have much to recommend it. 
Even if the defects are not as 
grave as it might seem, and if 
they are being remedied in the 
speediest and most efficient way, 
the people will be far more re- 
assured to hear this from a repre- 
sentative commission than’ from 
the lips of a Minister. Ministers 
have been known to be prejudiced. 
One aspect of the matter merits 
special attention. Little informa- 
tion is available concerning the 
conditions which prevail in 
“‘workhouses’’ and old folks’ 
homes, Letters in the English 
Press lately have revealed many 
displeasing features in the system 
as operated there—features, in the 
main, which convict the respon- 
sible authorities not of deliberate 
neglect or cruelty, but of lack of 
imagination amounting to cruelty.

GAIETY THEATRE 
CAPTAIN BRASSBOUND'S 
CONVERSION 


When Bernard Shaw wrote this 
lay for Ellen Terry, more than 
orty years ago, he gave her a big 

rt in a comedy that leaned for a 
beckground against events that were 
close to that day. He hed begun 
already to poke fun at the British 
Empire and those were the big days 
of the Empire in Africa, when 
Gordon and Khartoum were near 
memories and many were beginning 
to explore the darkest continent for 
themselves. So ' Captain Brass- 
boufid’s Conversion” ‘was full of 
Africa, to meet the thought of the 
time, and to give its author just 
another opportunity of saying the 
things that he had begun to say. 
It is full of Africa still, but some 
popular lady novelists have since 
gone up and down over the same 
ground, while he must have said 
‘nearly all about the British Empire 
that he wanted to say, and so the 
Africa that the play shows has little 
meaning for us now. The comedy of 
Lady Cicely Wayneflete’s big part 
has no longer any reality in its 
background. : 

That is the great difficulty against 
which the improbable nature of the 
play’s story has to make headway 
all the time. And it is heavy going, 
even for the part that has to over- 
shadow all the others. There are 
moments when it is all rather like 
the later Shaw, but there are long 
stretches when we listen for him 
in vain, and hear instead only the 
pp out of a somewhat com- 
plicat melodrama, as if he had 
not yet wholly escaped from the 
influence of the kind of play he 
had found in the English theatre. 

It. was a triumph, therefore, for 
Dame Sybil Thorndike to have given 
new life to this rather faded piece, 
and to have built for us out of 
slender material a woman who had 
all the genius of some of Shaw's 
later characters and was a humorous 
creation. almost apart from the play 
itself, Her taming of a high court 
judge, a fanatical Dervish, a 
pirate of the Spanish Main 
an American commander, too easy 
though it seemed, was all so much 
better than what the others could 
do with a story that, on the whole, 
was as dead as anything one could 
find in any bound volume of a 
magazine of the 1890's. 

Nevertheless, some excellent work 
was put in by Hilton Edwards, 
Micheal MacLiammoir and Liam 
Gaffney, with Norman Ba&rrs and 
P. P. Maguire assisting best out of 
a long cast. ; 

The play lost nothing in its force- 
ful production by Hilton Edwards.
